SON SAYS FATHER 
WAS DESPONDENT 


Chief Cody, Friend of the 
Dead Man, the First To 
Reach Scene and Batter 
Down Door. 


Thomas J. Kennedy, 48, an engi- 
neer for the W. & A. railroad, ended 
his life Sunday morning by firing a 
pistol bullet into his heart. 

His son, Thomas, Jr., had just left 
his father in his room at 31 1-2 
Luckie street, when he heard the shot. 
Fire Chief W. B. Cody, a personal 
friend of the dead man, and City De- 
tectives W. Oscar Bullard and Roy 
E. Whatley broke through the door 
and found the engineer sprawled 
across the bed, a .38-caliber pistol 
by his side. He was dead. 

Kennedy left no note explaining 
his death. His son could throw no 
light on the motive, but explained 
that his father had been deeply de- 
spondent for several weeks. 

Young Kennedy had spent several 
hours with his father Sunday morn- 
ing in an effort to “cheer him up.” 
He left about 11 o’clock to go after 
his brother, Luther, and bring him 
back to his father’s room. 

Hears Pistol Shot. 

As the door to the room closed be- 
hind him, he heard the key turn in 
the lock. He walked down the hall- 
way on the second floor of the build- 
ing and had just reached the steps 
when the muffled report of a pistol 
came to his ears. 

Fearing what had happened, young 
Kennedy rushed back to his father's 
room and knocked on the door, call- 
ing “father, father, answer me.” 

No answer came. A faint film of 
blue smoke floated out of the crack 


‘above the door. 


The son made frenzied efforts to 
batter open the door, but to no avail. 
He called police station and Chief 
Cody, a personal friend of his father, 
and informéa them of what had hap- 
pened. Chief Cody arrived in his of- 
ficial car before the detectives got 
there. The door was broken open and 
the engineer’s body was found, a bul- 
let wound at the heart. 

No Reason Given. 

In Kennedy’s pocket $66 in cur- 
rency. was found. But there were 
no letters or notes indicating what 
might have driven the despondent man 
to kill himself. | 

The coroner was notified and the 
body removed to the undertaking par- 
lors of Barclay & Brandon. An in- 
quest will be held this morning. 

Kennedy, who was well known 
in Atlanta, is survived by two sons, 
Thomas, Jr., and Luther; three sis- 
ters, Mrs. J. H. Chastain, Mrs. P. J 
Rollins and Mrs. J. L, Adams; three 
brothers, D., F. B., and Fleming 
Kennedy.

“There have been many letters from 
everyone—ah!

Clemenceau reveals that, althongh 
he expected criticism to heap upon 
him, there “has not been any.”

No, I have not yet recovered from 
that.”

Cleveland, Ohio, Aug:st 29.—(7)— 
Expressing the conviction, that the 
American policy in the matter of in- 
ter-allied debts should be one of can- 
cellation, Newton D. Baker, former 
secretary of war, has presented his 
views on the debt »~>hlem in a pub- 
lished article, in which he criticizes 
the Dawes plan as having worked too 
great a hardship on the German peo- 
ple and the British debt settlement 
as having rcsulted in “magnificent 
disaster.” 

The former war secretary's views 
are contained in a signed statement in 
the current number of Trade Winds, 
the monthly business publication of 
the Union ‘Trust Company of Cleve- 
land. 

Consequences Deplored. 

The ccnsequences of the Dawes 
plan in Europe is a “long and tragic 
story of which no man can yet fore- 
see the end, either to Germany or 
the rest of the world,” he said. 

“It was made up on a fresh attempt 
to estimate Germany's capacity to 
oay. It did genuinely relieve some of 
the burden imposed by the treaty, of 
Versailles, but already the weight of 
the arrangements made by it are bear- 
ing Germany down, Unemployment 
in that country has risen to a million 
and a half workers and German public 
authorities are beginning to announce 
that rhey will be unable to meet the 
Wawes payments.” 

Precedent Set. 

The British settlement, Mr. Baker | 
said, established a precedent imposst- 
ble to follow with regard to any other 
country because none of other debtor 
nations are eveh vemotely able to 
Settle on such -terms. ; 

“We are obliged, therefore, to dis- 
criminate, and in order not to make 
the case ngain.t our treatment of 
England too awkward, we must ap- 
p:.. hard-hearted and c icting of 
everybody else,” he said. 

“Proud and powerful as we are, 
England’s policy and friendship al- 
ways. have protected the United 
States,’ Mr. Baker asserted. 

“For this reason % was a bad policy 
for us to permit England to assume. 
the burden involved in our settlement 
and the dollars she pays would be 
dearly bought if they prolong by a 
day the recovery of England and her 
colonies from the sacrifices they made 
in the. world war.” : 

Attempts to divide the inter-allied 
debts into pre-armistice and post- 
armistice loans were descfibed by Mr. 
Baker as merely befuddling an other- 
wise plain situation.

DICTATOR DENIES 


For Tangier by Rivera 


PACT WITH ITALY 


Madrid, Augnst 29.—Spain. is not 
satisfied with the present internatioral 
administration of Tangier; nvr will 
she be satisfied until that port is 
placed under Spanish protectorate, 
General Primo de Rivera, director 
of Spain, told the United News Sun- 
day in an interview. . . 

She will repect a dominant* position 
in the international administration of 
Tangier—the joint. administration by 
Great Britain, Spain and France— 
should such a position be offered her, 
the dictator said. Furthermore, Spain 
would like to clear up the situation 
before the League of Nations council 
meets September 3. 

Rivera denied Spain had imperial- 
istic designs, claiming that her own 
reason for wishing to exercise the 
Tangier protectorate would be ‘o pre- 
vent the radiation “of the virus of 
bolshevism and communism” from 
that country, and to end ‘nilitary 
operatiogs in Morocco. If Tangier 
were under Spanish protection, then 
Moroccan rebels would not have a 


_ “I consider the international admin- 
istration of Tangier so unjustified and 
inefficient that I would repect an 


offer to give Spain a dominant posi- 
tion in the protectorate,” Rivera suid. 
“{[t is only by the inclusion of Ten- 
gier in the Spanish gone, with due 
guarantees of its neutrality, that 
Spain will be satisfied and the dis- 
quieting problem solved for all time.”’ 

“Has Spain any other object in ask- 
ing the incorporation of Tangier to her 
zone or is it possible that the "Spanish 
Tangier’ will have further conse- 
quences in the Mediterranean qucs- 
tion?” be was asked. 

“The inclusion of Tangier in the 
Spanish protectorate will in no way 
influence the situation of Spain or any 
other nation in relation to the equilib- 
rium of power in the Mediterranean,” 
he said. 

General De Rivera emphatically de- 
nied there was a private understard:ng 
between Spain and Italy regarding 
the future status of Tangier. 

“There is no special promise or 


agreement between Italy and Spain in 
this connection and the Spanish  gov- 
ernment -hus tried to deal with the sit- 
uation in broad daylight,” he said, an- 
swering a statement.that British and 
French circles were astounded by the 
Spanish diplomatice note of August 
25, which was also sent to Rome, al- 
though Italy has never participated in

Cappello’s Body Found. 

Cappello’s body was found on a) 
road just outside Chicago Heights. 
Two bullets had been fired into the 
back of his head. In one of his 
pockets were a revolver and a dozen 
cartridges. He-.had been given no op- 
portunity to fire. 

In Cappello’s coat pocket the high- 
way police discovered receipts for 
large quantities of boilers, fuel and 
other equipment used by alcoho] cook- 
ers. A bank book showed that he had 
deposited $3,000 in the last week. 

The investigation disel that 
Cappello was “taken for a ride” in 
the customary manner. Two wit- 
nesses, State Game Warden C. N. 
Scholler and K. F. Roahen, of Peoria, 
reported that they saw four men in 
the car when it passed them on the 
road a few minutes before they 
reached the scene of the killing. 

Car Is Overturned. 

Apparently one or two of the trio 
of killergs-had fired on the victim 
without warning.

“Friends of Mr. Holder have tried 
to refute the charge that while he was 
chairman of the prison committee of 
the house. he sought to make the con- 
vict lease system perpetual. Mr. 
Holder himself has made no reply 
personally, for he is aware of his 
record in the matter. 

“In further support of Mr. Wood's 
charge, his office begs leave to sub- 
mit to the voters an editorial which 
appeared in The Atlanta Georgian in 
September, 1908, during the famous 
fight between Mr. Holder, defending 
the system, and Judge W. A. Coving- 
ton, Hooper Alexander, Senator Born, 
Senator Thomas B. Felder and other 
noted Georgians, seeking to abolish it. 

The editorial ig given herewith: 

Tried To Force Bill 

“Representative John N. Holder, 
of Jackson county, has made every 
possible effort to force a convict lease 
bill in Georgia. 

“His efforts were most extraordi- 

nary at the regular session just past. 
Seldom has Georgia seen a. man put 
forth such efforts as did this gentle 
man. He then returned again to the 
capital city some four oP five days 
in advance of his fellow legislators at 
the special session and worked in be- 
half of his bill, and the bill is noth- 
ing more or less than an effort to 
perpetuate convict leasing. 
“The original bill was a continua- 
tion of the lease for five years and, 
most vicious of all, contained a provi- 
sion that unless other legislation in- 
tervened it should automaitcally re- 
new itself. 

“The bill is the most cunningly dis- 
guised piece of legislation that has 
been prepared for the people to swal- 
low eince the manipulation that gave 
the notorious prison commission su- 
preme power.

All of America mourns at the 

death of Commander John Rodgers, 
the hero of the ’Frisco-Hawaiian air 
flight. . 
On that eventful experience he 
‘kept his seaplane afloat nine days 
on the turbulent waters of the Pa- 
cific. His courage and daring and 
cool, invincible nerve saved him 
from a death that the entire world 
had accepted as inevitable. 

And yet, only a few months later, 
he fell less than a hundred feet, 
and passed on—dying without even 
a fighting chance. 

For the first time in the history 
of the American navy the Rodgers 
name is missing from the roster. 
His father and grandfather and 
great-grandfather before him had 
spent their lives in naval service, 
and with distinction.

He never fal- 
tered. He died in harness—as he 
wanted to die—and one of the most 
famous aviators of his generation

|HEALTH TALKS 


BY DRE. WM BRADY. 
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WHERE LITTLE POLLEN 
BLOWS. 

Hay fever sufferers, to begin with, 
fix the blame on the wrong vvllen, 
for it is seldom timothy and even the 
other grasses are innocent of the au- 
tumnal attacks, at any rate. The real 
culprit in the majority of cases of au- 
tumnal “h:.,” fever is ragweed. Sneeze 
that one off before you condemn the 


hayseed. 

The specific treatment, either for 
the purpose of immunizing a subject 
before the opening of his regular sea- 
son or relieving,or shortening his at- 
tack after the sedson is on, consists 


in the administration of a rapidly as- 
cending series of doses of an extract 
of the pollen by hypodermic injection. 
The specific pollen is determined by 
skin tests. 

Aside from specific treatment, ond 
escaping to a resort where the pollen 
isn’t, some patients still obtain con- 
siderable relief by taking internally 
throughout the season or for a wee 
or two before the opening of the cele- 
bration, one or two doses of calcium 
chloride daily. ‘Ten grains may be 
considered a moderate duse, and it is 
best taken either in «a glassful of 
water or chased down with a large 
drink of water, within the hour after 
food. Sometimes this upsets tae stom- 
ach and must be discontinued. 

A few sufferers have reported en- 
thusiastically on boric acid solution 
—ag much boric acid as freshly boiled 
water will dissolve, used freely and 
several times daily as a mouthwash, 
throat gargle and nose spray—agree- 
ably warmed for use in the nose. 
This they practice throughout the 
season. 

Very dilute solutions of adrenalin 
still hold a high place in the esteem 
of confirmed sufferers. About a tea- 
spoonful of the standard 1 to 1,000 
sulution may be mixed with four to 
eight ounces of normal salt’.solution 
twhich is about a teaspoonful of table 
salt dissolved in a pint of bwiled wa- 
ter) and used three or four times a 
day as a nasal spray or as drops for 
the eyes. This affords only sym- 
tomatic relief.

Lhe south is increasing in population 
at a rate little realized elsewhere, 
and increasing even more strikingly in 
wealth. 

This development is primarily the 
result of the new industrialism of the 
south based upon its agriculture, So 
rapid is the suuthward trend of the 
textile industry that New. England has 
invested $100,000,000 in southern cot- 
ton mills within a year and a half. 
Half of the 500,000 wage earners in 
American cotton mills are now em- 
ployed in the south. The raw material 
is close at hand, labor is cheaper and 
the ill-organized workers are easier to 
handle. The sugar-refining tudustry 
is feeling the same southward move- 
ment. ‘Tobacco manufacture, unimpor- 
tant a half-century ago, has become a 
imnerial business, and as tobacco con- 
sumption grows the south profits. 
With the expansion of mills and fac- 
tories is coming the development of a 
large machinery business. 

An important part of this indus- 
triulization is the harnessing of water 
power. ‘I'he Tennessee river alone has 
2.000,000° potential horsepower, and 
the Yadkin and Santee, in South 
Carolina, have approximately 1,000,- 
000. Musel: Shoals is the best known 
of the power dams on the swift and 
broken southern rivers, but the Tus- 
caloosa is the site of a new develop- 
ment which will rival it, Outlets for 
this power will ap be found, and 
in combination with the coal near such 
cities as Birmingham—now a center 
of more than 250,000 people—it prom- 
ises to create areas as humming with 
manufacture as almost any of the 
north. The south’s virtual monopoly of 
certain resources like aluminum, sul- 
phur and phosphates will assist in the 
rise of new Pittsburghs and®new De- 
truits. 

Yet this is not all, for the south is 
also exploiting its climate. Florida’s 
t.uptations for th: tourist bave been 
the most advertised, but the entire re- 
gion is sharing in the revenue. About 

,000,000 was spent on automobile 
highways last year. Winter resorts are 
filling the coast from New Orleans to 
Norfolk, while in North Carolina and 
other states many millions are being 
spent on summer resorts. Men of 
wealth from the north who come to 
stay for a season remain for the rest 
of their lives. In this capitalization of 
the south’s bloom and warmth the

Nearly every air 
that blows to us from across the At- 
lantic warns us that Europe is vitterly 
jealous of American power, wealth, 
prospects and paramount influence in 
world politics. That attitude in Eu- 
rope is producing reactions from the 
masses of our people in favor of 
isolation and defensive policies. 

The average American is protesting 
more vehemently than _  heretofvre 
against any entrance into the League 
of Nations. He is becoming suspicious 
even of our adhesion to the world 
court. He is denouncing bitterly 
every suggestion to cancel a dollar 
of the debts due us from the Euro- 
pean peoples. He is demanding that 
no more American loans be made to 
any of them and that loans made by 
banking and private interests shall not 
carry protection by our government. 
He is also bent upon further restri :- 
ing immigtation, so that the cheap 
labor and anarchism of Europe may 
not disease our body politic.

policy that will protect every Ameri- 
can interest on equal terms and pre- 
serve the American standard of liv- 
ing by liberal wages to labor and 
fair profits to agriculture,

The Democratic Danger. 

The danger to the democratic party 
is in a general feeling throughout the

| Advance Noted. 

While the stock market average was 
advancing under the leadership of 
General Motors and steel] common it 
was frequently pointed out in this 
column that compared with the rapid 
advances occurring in the two stocks 
named other industrial shares were 
more or less marking time, indicating 
that the market was one of specialties 
including stocks of companies expected 
to declare extra dividends from un- 
usually large earnings. Until techni- 
cal weakness in the stock market 
caused by inflated prices for some in- 
dustrial shares is corrected the mar- 
ket is expected to continue at least 
irregular. However, the feeling here 
is that after Labor day,-the upward 
price movement in specialties will be 
continued.
